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New York end Pennsylvania Do Not Oppose the 
Zone Warehouse Plan. 


Nineteen States have given permission for the inauguration of the N«CeA- 
one Warehouse System, seventeen States without modification, and two States with 
minor modifications which do not interfere with the experimental inauguration of 
the plan. 


The Food Commissioner of Pennsylvania frankly doubts the wisdom of the 
plan from the standpoint of the canning industry. In view of the earnest desire of 
the National Canners Association to try the plan in an experimental way, and on the | 
Other hand, the opposition to its experimental inauguration on the part of some of 
the distributors, he prefers not to be involved in the controversy in any waye He 
merely takes the position, therefore, that the inauguration of the Zone Warehouse 
System does not violete the Pennsylvania lew and on thet account will not oppose 
the experimental inauguration of the plan within the State of Pennsylvania. 


The New York State Depertment of Farms and Markets at first gave per- 

mission for the inauguration of the Zone Warehouse Plan within that State, but 

later withheld their permission because of some opposition which developed to the 
Plan. The matter was again taken up by the National Canners As@ ciation with the 
result that Commissioner Pyrke permitted the inauguration of the Zone Warehouse 
Plan within New York state with minor restrictions which do not detract from the 
practicability of the plan. Judge Pyrke in ea letter dated Dec. 20 srys in part: 
This department will not be disposed, for the time being, to offer objection to its 
(the Zone Warehouse Plan) inauguration in an experimental way, so far as it does: not 
Bnvolve the shipment of cans from without the State or from cities within the State 
menose officials are unfavorable to the scheme." New York state is a sufficiently 
me’rec area for a single district under our Regional Warehouse Plan, and the limita- 


_ Net included in the above are two States which have permitted the experi- 
tal inauguration of the Warehouse Plan, but which, we are informed indirectly, 
Ponsider reversing ‘their attitude. Thus far only three States have definitely de- 
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glined to permit the inauguretion of the Zone Warehouse Plan, all of them owing to 
misunderstending the plan as shown in their letters to us regarding the matter. The 
Sommissioners of six states feel that the Zone Warehouse Pien should not be inaugur~ 
ated prior to the report of the committee of the association of State and National 
Deiry and Food Officials. The Commissioners of the remaining States have not yet 
expressed their opinions.
